Soldiers aud Churches in Mexico. 


W. A.Croffut says in a letter from 
Mexico to the Detroit Post and T'rib- 
une: On the ride up to Mexico two 
things especially attract the attention 
of the tourist —the soldiers, by their 
presence, and the priests, by thei 
absence. Every passenger train has 
one car filled with armed soldiers who 
accompany it to protect it from high- 
waymen. The rural guards—rurales, as 
they are called--also watch its move 
ments. When the engineer whistles 
for a station the passenger at the win- 
dow will see a dashing cavalier ina 
grey uniform of buckskin, fully armed 
gallop across the fields on a handsome 
horse and head off the train. He ex- 
changes a few words with the major 
in command of the train—probably 
“all well’—and on go the cars again. 
are two or more of 
these men in buckskin, and there are 
2,000 of them in all watching the rail- 
road interests. It seems to me that 
all this fuss and parade must be rath- 
er asurvival of the times of distur- 
bance which recent years have seen, | 
rather than a present necessity, every- 
thing here appears to beso quiet and 
so safe; but perbaps the government 
knows best. 

Of priests there were of course none 
visible, for priests are prohibited by 
law from appearing in their robes any- 
where in Mexico. The universal con- 
fiscation of churches and convents has 
also subjected this curious property to 
some strange vicissitudes. As late as 
the year 1859 one third of all the real 
and personal property of Mexico was 
owned by the Catholic church. The 
Indian reformer and “father of his 
country,” Juares, rose up and confisea- 
ted it all ata blow. Many of the re 
ligious institutions were sold out to 
whomsoever would buy. Some church- 
es are used as tobacco warehouses 
some (as at Zactecas and Monteray) 
for hotels, and some for public schools 
I was told that the monastery of 
Soledad was a stable, and the convent 
at Orizaba, where we tarried all night 
is now the arena for bull-fights! Verily 
there has been an overturning in. 
Mexico!

A Man Whe Makes « Living Out ot 
Breaking His Leg. 

Of all the means of gaining a liveli- 
hood in the world, says the Kansas 
City Star, that of an individual who 
wasinthe city a dayor two ago is 
probably entitled to the champion- 
ship. The name he was last known 
to fameas traveling under was John 
L. Wells, and he attracted the atten- 
tion of a Star reporter, who knew his 
pecaliar history. Wells is a profession- 
al cripple, not of the variety who wear 
a placard and «hold a hat in their laps 
at corners, but a more enterprising 
person altogether, who makesa good 
living blowd-sucking corporations and 
cities. He first attracted attention in 
Detroit, Mich., where a number of 
years ago he brought suit against a lo- 
cal railroad for damages sustained in 
being ejected from the train, resulting, 
he claimed, in the breaking of his leg. 
The case seemed to be all straight, and 
the company compromised for $2000 
rather than stand the expense of a law- 
suit. Some time afterward he fell on 
a bad spot on an Indianapolis (Ind. ) 
pavement, again breaking his leg, and 
the city compromised fora respectable 
consideration rather than stand a suit 
which seemed certain to go against 
them.

The Beaver’s House. 
One is usually disappointed with 
the first view of a beaver’s house. In- 
stead of the symmetrical, round, plas- 
tered dome we are led to expect from 
most popular accounts, there is seen in- 


stead an irregular pile of.sticks, mingled 
with rushes, grass, and stones, broad at 


the base as compared with the height, 
and of the same general order of ar- 
chitecture asthedam. Apparently de- 
void of system, it resembles nothing so 
much as a gigantic crow’s nest turned 
upside down by the border of a pond or 
stream. And yet, though they are not 
plastered smoothly, and the interior ex- 
hibits bat rough walls merely evened 
by cutting close the twigs that project 
through the building (the whole affair 
apparently conceived and put togethet 
in a helter-skelter fashion), they are 
very compact, exhibiting both solidity 
and firmness, and are well adapted to 
warmth and protection. Each dwel- 
ling consists of but one apartment, and 
this opens by a short incline beneath 
the surface of the water into a channel 
dredged td suSicient depth to avoid 
being blocked by ice in winter, It is 
easy to determine whether a dwelling 
is in present occupation by the appear- 
ance of the trails over which the beaver 
drags his supplies from the wood; by 
the freshly-peeled sticks, the bark of 
which has served for food, and 
which are invariably heaped up upon 
the house itself; and in winter by the 
melting snow on the roof caused by the 
exhalations from the occupants.—

OUR PUBLIC SCHOOL SYs- 
TEM. 


In every State in the Union 
there is some consistency in the 
public school system. The people 
of the United Sta/es have causes to 
feel proud so far as the education 
of the massesis concerned, There 
is nO government upon the face of 
the Globe that devotes somuch time 
and expends so much money, for 
educational purposesas ours, There 
is noreason why the colored schools 
of this District cannot be brought 
to the same standard as our white 
schools, A sufficient amount of 
money is appropriated in propor- 
tion fo the colored population, and 
our teachers will compare just as 
favorable to an extent. To make 
our public schools a success it is ne- 
cessary to remove Mr. Cook and 
appoint Mr. Montgomery, or some 
one else an assistaut superintend- 
ent, and place the schools under 
the management of Mr. Wilson a 
man of progressive ideas. As itis 
now our superintendents are work- 
irg m opposite directions. The 


fogy ideas of Mr. Cook, still pre- 
vails, while our white schools are 
progressing and have new edu- 
cational developments. The in- 
consistency of the management of 
our schoals is two separade super- 
intendents,- and ove board of 
trustees. What is the nesessity of 
having one body with two separate 
heads? One head containing new 
ideas, and deweloping new knowl- 
edge, while the other lies dorment 
and rusty, which is, undoubtedly, 
injurious to a portion of the body 
of our irstitution. This all can be 
remedied by having one head and 
an assistant, thus placing our 
colored schools updn the same 
educational basis as the white. 
The fault has been with certain of 
our trustess, is their stern oppo- 
sitioh to suggestions coming from 
the Commissioners. Our trustees 
went sv far as to doubt the au- 
thority of the Commissioners in 
raising the salaries of teachers, 
which is the only power that has 
the right to adjust such salaries. 
In the office book of the Commis- 
sioners, it can be seen that they 
returned an approved sdjust- 
ment of the teachers salaries, 
August 17,1877. The people do 


not objeset to teachers revelVing 
good pay, if they recetve, in pro- 
proportion, good instruction for 
their children. Mr. Cook has ad- 
vanced no new ideas since he has 
been superintendant of our schools. 
It is about time for favoritism to 
die out, and allow our schools to 
progress. The colored people are 
more interested in the success of 
the colored schools than in sny- 
thing else at present. Indeed the ed- 
ucation of the colored people in the 
South is the all importaut question 
that agitates the public mind. The 
accumulation of wealth and edu- 
cation are the only weapons of 
defence for the colored people. 
Let the colored race be more inter- 
ested in the above questions, and 
see what a progressive race the 
coloed poeple will be. 


SCHOOL TRUSTEE CANDI- 
DATES. 


The question has been asked why 
there has been so much anxiety 
on the part of our. colored men 
to be appointed trustee. There is 
no end to the number of candidates. 
For the benefit of the people allow 
us to give a few of them and their 
peculiar fitness: Mr. William Tali- 
ferro, who 1s gentleman, but has 
no ideas about public schools, and 
what is necessary fo make a school.

DR. DEXTER DISCRIMINATES AGAINST 
THE NEGRO.—OW THE. DOCTOR 

WAs FOOLED. 
Staunton, Va., May 20th, 84. 
To Editor of the Bz: 
Wasuincron, D, C, 


‘I would have written this ar- 
ticle before leaving your city had 
my time permitted. 

We noticed some weeks ago 
an extia notice appeared in one 
day’s issue of the Republican bear- 
ing nothing except reference and 
testimonials of the past success of 
Dr. Dexter, “ The Worlds Healer,” 
or “The Healer” as the word, 
“ World,” was made dim as shown 
on his door sign. 

Being somewhat unwell I thought 
I would visit him when in Wasb- 
ingtov as [ had already been order- 
ed there by the U.S. Pension au- 
thorities. On the evening of the 
4th inst.,I called during proper 
hours, at 7 o’clock, p. m., and 
pulled the bell.“*A little curley 
headed lad quickly responded. 

Is the Dr. in, sir? I asked, 
“Yes,” said he swinging to the 
door nob, and seemingly collecting 
his thoughts. I .was not asked in, 
so I asked to see him. Before 
moving the youngster turned and 
said “ you want some of bis medi- 
cines don’t you?” well you just 
tell the Dr. that a gentleman 
wishes to speak to him, was the 
answer given. To thisthe boy re- 
marked, “he don’t sell his medi. 
cines to Colored people.” He as- 
sended a short flight of stairs and 
leaning to the left called out “ Dr. 
there is a colored man wants to see 
you,” a reasonable sized man as 
best 1 could see from the seat near 
the hat rack, with his sleeves rolled 
to his elbows, in the door of a room 
as the head of the first flight of 


stairs, though much to the left and 
facing directly sliped that turn and 


went on 


“Well what do you wish,” he 
asked, well, remarked I slowly, 
I called to see you about your 
treatment; there the Dr. stepped 
forward and leaning to the boy 
who still remained on the steps, 
and whispered something. The 
boy came down the Dr. stop- 
a couple of front pulting 


himself somewhat over my head. 
He did not. return or I should have 


seen bim. “The Dr. says he does 
not treat Colored -people.” Did 
he tell you to tell me this, I asked, 
“ves, he did,” plainly answered 
the boy, knowing that the Dr. 
was just over my head, I called 
out twice, Dr.—Dr. to neither did 
I get a reply, and walked out. I 
returned to my stopping place on 
L street N. W., which was with 
an old schoolmate, F. W. Lee, now 
clerk in the Pension Office, where 
we talked the matter over at uppor- 
tunities Thinking that we should 
push the matter further, Sunday 
morning, the 5th, in company 
with Mr. Lee, we pulled the 
Dr’s door bell again. To the call 
the boy came and a colored girl 
appeared too, but, something else 
was her business, though she 
stopped to look or listen. Is Dr. 
Dexter in? Lee asked, “ No, said 
the boy, and yes, said the girl.” 
We would like to see him, con- 
tinued Lee, “well,” I will see if he 
will see you, said the girl, and 
started up stairs she aguin stopped 
and both girl and boy became 
very indignant and, well, informed 
us that the doctor did not sell bis 
medicines to black people. The 
word biack was more than once 
used by one. After waiting quite 
a while we were informed that the 
Dr. was not in. 

This was false and well did I 
know it. A friendly lady (white,) 
came frome near door and said 
“If the Dr. is not in, he is just over 
there at the saloon breakfasting, 
but, call again soon and he will be 
in.”’ We at once saw that this 
woman was ignorant of the Dr’s 
intentions, or she did not approve 
of such treatment. We remarked 
after leaving, that “she does not 
catch on.” We got no information 
at the saloon other than that 
the Dr, was on a spree but not 
there. After 15 or 20 minutes, as 
requested we went to the doctor’s. 
We again pulled the bell, but 
there was no such a thing 
as pulling the doctor to the 
front. We left unsuccessful, but 


not beaten. We started up tho 
street, but turned and went roun 


the Matual District Messenger Co. 


Office, and wrote the following: . 


Dr. Dexter, 

Please inform me your busi- 
ness hours that I may interview 
you this morning, or @8 s00D as 
convenient. 
(Signed) Respect. yours 
F. D. SMITH, M. D. 


(P. 8.) Only a few minutes re- 
quired. 

_ “To the above and on the back of 
the same the doctor writes; 


F. D. Smith, M. D., cansee you 
at any time between 11 and 12 
this morning. 

(Signed) PROF. DEXTER. 

We asked that the messenger 
be sent fo 14th and F to 13th, as 
our presence might give our plan 
away. Under this heading Dr 
Smith was to be the writer’s 
adviser. 

Not having a card of such rank, [ 
stepped-into the Ebbitt Honse and 
asked for a blank card, on it was 
writen F, D. Smith, M. D., and tow- 
ards the doctor’s we started again, 
before turning down 13th street we 
steped into the drug store, cor- 
corner 13th and F streets. Dex- 
ter’s young Clark of Ohio, step- 
ped in and threw a 25 or 
50 cent piece down, and said, *‘8o 
much of the same I got last night,” 
at the same time pushing a half 
pint flask across the counter. 

“Oh he is on it this’ morning,” 
said the youngster, who, F asked, 
“The doctor,” he replied. Lasked 
again if that wasu’t a whiskey 
bottle, and if the doctor was using 
that for medicine, or what, “I can’t 


tell you auything about it,” J 


am afraid of him when he gets on 
his high horse, was the answer. 
We lost confidence as soon as we 
saw the young chapcoming. While 
awaiting this time we heard a ter- 
rible noise over our heads, it sound 
as if trying to subdue a wild man. 
“Hold him, hold him,” was often 
heard. Our last plan to see the 
doctor was put off until an indeffi- 
nite time.

MRS. SENATOR LOGAN. 


A QUEEN IN WASHINGTON SOCIETY, 


Mrs Senator Logan, whose re- 
ceptions are attended by the cream 
of society in Washington, was 
born at Petersburg. Mo., August 
15, 1838. Her maiden name was 
Mary 8. Cunningham. At the 
time of her birth her father, Cap- 
tain J. 8S. Cunningham, was a resi- 
dent of Missouri, whither he had 
removed from Illinois. His daugh- 
ter, the subject of the sketch, was 
scarcely more than an infant when 
he removed back to Illinois. I¢ is 
not surprising, therefore, that Mrs. 
Logan has scarcely any recollec- 
tion whatever of her life while in 
Missouri. She was married Nov. 
27, 1855, and was living in South- 
eren Illinois when her busband, 
now Senator Logao, entered the 
the army. Their first child, a daugh 
ter, was then but a little more 
than two years old. On account 
of the pro-Southern sy mpatbies of 
her neighbors Mrs. Logan spent the 
greater part of her time with her 
husband, sharing the viscissitudes 
of his life as a soldier, She did 
this throughout the whole of his 
military career, as far as practi- 
cable, an experience of great 
value to so obserevant a per- 
son as she. The two children 
of Senator and Mrs. Logan, are 
one daughter and one son, the 
elder a graduate of Georgetown 
College, and the younger a stu- 
dent at the West Point Military 
Academy. He is about eighteen 
years of age, and is said to bea 
good student, amiable and promis- 
ing in everyrespect. At the close 
of the war General Logan and his 
wife made their residence at Car- 


bondale,the General's native place, 


residing there until September, 
1871, when they removed to Chi 
cago, which is still their home- 
Mrs. Logan, who was educated 
at St. Vincent’s Academy, near 


extraordinary conversational pow- 
ers, the effect of which is height- 
ened by her persunal graces. She 
is slightly above the medium 
height, has an excellent figure, 
and moves with the amiable dig- 
nity of a perfect lady. Her hair 
is almost white, but so abundant 
that, wereit not for its color, its 
owner would not be taken for more 
than thirty years of age. A few 
years ago it was black as jet as that 
of her husband. Her eyes are black 
and express great intelligence and 
refined sensibility. Mrs. Logan 
entertains to perfection, and no 
lady in Washington surpasses her 
in the indefinable charm of the 
successful) hostess.

Draco wrote his laws in blood and the most 
simple offense or crime was punishable by 
death, but when the people become more in- 
teHligent, such severe laws were repealed or 
disregarded. There was a decision made at 
one time to the effect that the Negroes had no 
rights which the white man should respect. 
At that time they had no rights, because the 
poor Negroes were in slavery and every com- 
mon sense person knows thatno master res- 
pected his slave and in the second place the 
Negro was not ina position to respect each 
other, and those who were in a position to do 
so did notand it is so at this time. I have

CARDINAL PRINCIPLES, 


why I am opposed to the advocacy of the ques- 
tion at this time: , 

ist. Because itis a secondary principle to 
the rights of man. 

2d. Because it is not a question of mixing 
the schools in the South, but shall the Negroes 
be educated, which is one of the cardinal prin- 
ciples of Southern Bourbonism and such ag!- 
tation would tend to the disadvantage of the 
Colored people in the South. 

3d. The sentiment of the Liberals to unite 
the masses against Bourbonism must be suf- 
ficiently developed, which will be the first 
principle of the rights of man before the con- 
sideration of the secondary principle can be 
successfully carried into effect, which the ma- 
jority of the Colored press from the South wlll 
endorse, 

ith. Asan example, the Stateof Virgina bas 
not sufficiently developed its liberal sentiment 
and not a leader nor a prominent man would 
dare to make the mixedschool question an 
issue in the State at present. Why? Because 
while the liberal movers are in favor of ac- 
cording equal political rightsto the Negro, 
the right of mixing the Colored children with 
white children, is a principle the liberals hold 
sacred and nothing but a radical change in 
the body-polities will obliterate the predjudice 
of the liberals against mixed schools, It is 


OUR DUTY 


to be aware and to protect the national and 
domestic tranquillity of our country and main- 
tain our rights as citizens when itis consist- 
ent with the principles of custom and govern- 
ment. We claim to be watchmen, but we 
sleep at our post of duty and it is pictured in 
the following language of the eminent judge 
Story: “Itis in vain that statesmen shal! form 
plans of government in which the beauty and 
harmony of a republic shall be embodied in 
vissible order, shall be built upon solid sub- 
structions and adorned with every uselful 
ornament, if the inhabitants suffer the silent 
power of time to dilapidate its walls or crum 

ble its massey supporters into dust; if the 
assaults from without are never resisted, and 
the rottennessand mining from within are 
never guarded against. Who can preserve 
the rights and liberties of the people, when 
they shall be abandoned by themselves? 
Who shall keep watch in the temple, when 
the watchmen sleep at their post? Who shal! 
call upon the people to redeem their posses- 
sions and revive the republic, when theirown 
hands have deliberately and corruptly sur- 
rendered them to the oppressor, and have 
built the prison or dug the graves of their own 
frends?”’ Why then should we advocate 
mixed schools? Why such false hypothesis? 
You debase the memory of your ancestors. I 
shall oppose the advocacy of this question at 
this time until the four cardinal principles of 
the rights of man are obtained. I shall 
oppose it as freely as I would cross the angry 
Atlantic or the restless Pacific, and notwith 

standing the 262 years of oppression, let this 
declaration go forth as did the tyrant of Syra- 
cuse when he gave life and freedom unto Da- 
mon, that the Negroes are manly and ask for 
nothing which they don't justly merit, bat the 
day is coming when we shall be the Ceasar, 
king of the Roman Empire, as it were, and 
they our subjects. 

Concluded. 


One of the most important matters tha, 
have come before Congress at this session is 


the providing of a civil government for Alaska. 
Tales of outrages from Sitka have emphacised 
the necessity for it again and again. Indeed, 
the condition of that country under ‘our rule 
bas not been as favorable to life, property, 
and good government as it was under Russian 
domif&tion. Almost the only eflorts at civil- 
ization have been made by missionaries who 
have prosecuted their work under very try- 
ing conditions.—Boston Hub,

CONGREGATIONAL CHURCH 
CBOWDED. INTERESTING EXERCI.« 
SES. A. F. HILYER WINS 
THE PRIZE. DISTIN- 
GUISHED VISITORS 
PRESENT, 


The graduating exercises of the 
Law Departinent ot Howard Uni- 
versity, were held at the Congre- 


gational Church last Monday eve- 
ning.

The valedictorian was excluded 
from the contest. 

President Arthur was to have 
presented the diplomas, did 
not arfive until late, as the train 
trom Annapolis was late in reach- 
ing the city. He apologized for 
his tardiness, aud congratulated 
the graduates upon their success, 
and paid a glowing compliment to 
the university.

As civiliza, 
tion advances there will be con 
stant demands for legislative 
changes in the common law. This 
is the case in the property laws 
of married women. The common 
law, regarding woman as weak and 
needing protection, blotted out her 
whole Jegal existence. The wife 
was completely merged or absorb- 
ed in the hasband. Mr. Hillyer 
then gave some of the legal con- 
sequences of this doctrine anity. 
But this was not suited to this age, 
About forty years ago a new poli- 


evening. 


cy was begun. It spread rapidly. 
Now full protection to married 
women in their separate property is 
the settled policy. But the ten- 
dency» of this legislation is to sep- 
arate in interest of husband and 
wife, and allow them to defraud 
creditors, hence their policy has 
been doubted by the bench. But 
however dangerous this legislation 
may be, it is plain that something 
had to be done. Under the old 
system the inequality between the 
sexes was too great, women were 
not given the place to which her 
importance entitled her. Upon 
marriage she became a legal none- 
tity, under the new policy she re- 
mains a legal entity. The prime 
cause of the change has been the 
education of women. Knowledge 


is power. When she had become 
sufficiently intelligent to know her 
own wrongsanc present them with 
force and effect, her emancipation 
was easily effected. Public senti- 
meut, the state of society, and the 
habits of the people were in the 
proper condition for tbe reform. 
These elements concurring the 
change was easily. effected.

There was a meeting held last Thursday 
evening and the husband F. appeared be- 
fore the investigating committee and de- 
nied the false report the Capt. had circua- 
lated. 1 cannot deal with it in my letter

8S. H. Seamans, of Milwankee, secretary of 
the National Millers’ association, has prepared 
a report on the present condition and outlook 
of the wheat crop, as comparéd with the same 
time in 1883, compiled from replies to 3,000 
circular inquiries which were smt to 
millers, grain-dealers and farmers.
